A part that is to Govern, and a part 
that is to be Governed, otherwiſe it is 
00 Sortety, nor doth it deſerve the Name 
of a Church, any more than that Mixt 
Multitude, which cauſed an Uproar at 
Epheſus, of which you Read in the 19h

In thoſe Sorieties there are Officers 
of Divine Appointment, and their Work, 
as wefl as Commiſſion, 1s from Heaven; 
which 1s, not only to Teach, but to Aa- 
moniſh alſo.
